The parcels represent a portion of 
nouncement Wednesday of receivers 
the local undertakings financed sev- 
eral years ago by G. L. Miller & Co., 
bankrupt, and it is believed that their 
sale will have a beneficial effect on 
the real estate situation. Both struc- 
tures were bought by the Miller Bond 
Holders Protective committee, of New 
York, said to be composed of owners 
of more than 90 per cent of the de- 
faulted Miller bonds. The price bid 
for the Wynne-Claughton building was 
$200,000, while $130,000 was high bid 
for the apartment building. 

The Wynne-Claughton building is a 
12-story structure of triangular shape, 
situated on a lot owned by A. G. 
Rhodes, at Carnegie way and Ellis 
street. It is estimated that the build- 
ing represented an investment of ap- 
proximately $600,000 when = erected. 
The bond issue placed on the property 
being reported 
at $900,000. The Atlanta Trust com- 
pany, of which John LB. Wheat is 
trust officer, was receiver for this 
purcel, 

The St. Andrews apartment build- 
ing is located at the southeast corner 
of West VPeachtree and Eleventh 
streets, and is regarded as one of the 
most modern and completely equipped 
residential structures in the city. It 
is said to hare cost approximately 
$300,000 to complete, aArhile es 
to be bonded for $440,000. B. 
Troutman and Walter C, Hendrix 
were receivers for the St. Andrews 
apariments. Robert W. Crenshaw, 
Atlanta attorney, is local representa- 
tive for the Miller bond Holders Pro- 
tective committee, of which Geerge 
Roosvelt, of New York, is chairman.

Washington, May 2.—(4)—Man- 
agers for the house and senate reached 
an agreement today on a form of Mis- 
sippi river flood control legislation 
which some of them, at least, believe 
will win the approval of President 
Coolidge. 

While announcement as to details 
of the agreement were wi.hheld pend- 
ing a further meeting tomorrow to 
draft the report to the house and 
genate, it was learned that the con- 
ferees acceded to the president's re- 
quest on one major proposition but 
left in the bill, though in amended 
form, another prevision te which he 
objected. 

The proposition on which they 


agreed with the president was that 
in carrying out the work heretofore 
authorized, local levee districts or the 


states will be required to pay one- 


‘third of the cost of constructing the

levees on the main stem of the Mis- 
sissippi river from Rock Island, IIL. 
to Cape Girardeau, Mo, 

Flowage Rights Row. 

The one big proposition in dispute 
was a house amendment setting forth 
that “the United States shall provide 
flowage rights for destructive flood 
waters that will pass by reason of 


diversions from the main channel] of 
the Mississippi.”’ As originally writ- 
ter. by the house, there was added the 
phrase “and shall control, eonfine and 
regulate such diversions,” but the con- 
ferees struck that out on the ground 
that it might make a permanent 
charge against the government.

SMALL CONCEDES 
SMITH NOMINATION 
N FIRST BALLOT 


Cannot Contradict N. Y. 
Governor’s Claim of 766 
Votes, Says Washington 
Commentator.

Washington, May 2.—As Senator 
Ollie James was wont to say: “The 
hog’s eye is sot;” which is the paean 
the Smith men are jubilantly singing 
today as they eagerly seize the bul- 
letins telling of Smith’s sweep in yes- 
terday’s California primary. They 
sliow a table of 776 delegates that 
they say will certainly vote for Smith 
before the first ballot at Houston is 
tabulated and announced. Some of the 
delegates will vote for favorite sons 
when first called, but change to Smith 

at the end of the roll call. 

Looking through their list carefully, 
in the light of current events, it is 
hard to see where they have miscal- 
culated. 

In fact, after interviewing some 
authentic anti-Smith party leaders, 
the impression is strong with me that) 
the opposition to the New York execu- 
tive is in a fair way to crumble al- 
most overnight and allow the country 
to understand the democratic pitua- 
tion frankly. That is to say, that 
Smjth is to be accepted without a 
serious intraparty fight and the party 
will go to the country with all the 
implications that his leadership may 
carry. 

The prerailing sentiment seems to 
be that there should be no bunk or 
camouflage attempted. Smith’s char- 
acter and convictions need no adver- 
tising, so far as he is known to have 
convictions. The voters of the coun- 
try will not care to ask or know what 
he thinks about any public question 
other than prohibition, The party 
will have to stand with him on that 
issue ahd fight the wet cause thro 

whatever fate the voters’ may 
award it. 
Significant Speech. 

Significant is the speech that Wal- 
ter Lippman, chief editorial writer of 
the New York World, made yester- 
day to the woman's democratic union 
in New York city, He éold a distin- 
guished company of democratic wom- 
en and men that Governor Smith’s ad- 
visors ate making a serious mistake 
in urging him to keep silent on na- 
tiona] issues until after the Houston 
convention. He said: “The party's 
problem comes to this: ‘How can Gov- 
ernor Smith as the nominee of a mi- 
nority party capture enough nor- 
mally republican voters to win the 
election?’ A democratic majority can 
be had only by capturing normally 
republican yotes,”’ 

Then he said: “Show me a demo- 
crat who trims and muffles the issues 
and I'll show you a beaten democrat.”

San Francisco, May 2.—(United 
News.)—Governor Alfred E. Smith, of 
New York, and Herbert Hoover, secre- 
tary of commerce, will receive the 
united vote of California's delegations 
to national conventions of the major 
parties, 

Seven out of every eight persons im 
the state who went to the polis at the 
California presidential primary elec- 
tion Tuesday designated: one or the 
other of the two men as suitable for 
the white house. 

Only the vote of nrountainous, des- 
ert and rural communities had not 
been reported tonight and it was 
doubtful if precincts in these districts 
would have more than 50,000 votes to 
add to the total of 778,362 that had 
been compiled, 

The wave of votes that carried 
Smith to a clean-cut victory over his 
two opponents in the democratic race, 
Senators James A. Reed, of Missouri, 
and Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana, 
gained in volume throughout the day. 

At nightfall, 24 hours after the polls 
had closed, the New York governor 


was more than 70,000 votes ahead of 
Reed, who was leading Walsh by 10,- 
OOO votes. 

_ Returns from 7,903 precincts out of 
8,754 in the state gave the following 


figures: 

Democrat: Smith. 128,875; Reed, 
07,246; Walsh, 47,702. 

Republican: Hoover 
544.521.

KNOCKED OUT 
OF FARM BILL 


After Heated Debate Ref- 
erence to Fee in First 
Section Is Voted Out by 
141 to 120. 


HOUSE FARM BLOC 
SUFFERS REVERSE 


Party Lines Are Split as 

Opponents of McNary- 
Haugen Bill Score Vic- 
tory. 


Washington, May a—(/)—The 
house by a vote of 141 to 120 today 
expressed its disapproval of the equali- 
zation fee provisions of the McNary- 
Haugen farm relief bill and then en- 
gaged in its most heated parliamen- 
tary dispute in years as to just what 
it had yoted on. 

The rejection of the fee principle 
came as a complete surprise and im- 
mediately threw the chamber into tu- 
mult and confusion with half a dozen 
members on their feet striving to ob- 


tain recognition, 
The vote had been on a motion by 


ranking democrat on the house agri- 
culture committee, which drafted the 
bill, to strike out the first section of 
the measure—that proposing a declara- 
tion of policy in favor of the ‘control 
of agricultural surpluses. 

He offered as a substitute a new 
bill, which he said was identical to 
the MeNary-Haugen measure except 
that all reference to the fee had been 
omitted. He added that if his mo- 
tion carried he proposed to move the 


substitution of his bill section by sec- 
tion for the sections of the other meus- 
ure. Aswell carried his motion on the 
ensuing vote. He then started to of- 
fer another motion to eliminate the 
second section uf the McNary-Haugen 
bill and substitute the second section 
of his new measure. 

Immediately, however, Representa- 
tive Cannon, democrat, Missouri, who 
served as parliamentariau of the house 
under Speaker Champ Clark, took the 
floor and contended that the house by 
its vote had substituted all of Aswell’s 
bill for the McNary-Haugen bill and 
that the equalization fee thereby had 
been killed. 

Then the fight was on. A nuthber 
of members supported Cannon's view; 
others opposed it with vigor, and more 
had different opinions as to what had 
taken place. : 

After two hours of discussion, dur- 
ing which the presiding officer, Rep 
resentative Mapes, republican, Michi- 
gan, nearly wore out a gavel pound- 
ing for order, the house apparently 
was no nearer a decision than when 
it started. It then deferred settle- 
ment of the question until tomorrow 
and adjourned. 

It was conceded, however, that the 
vote constituted the first defeat for 
the McNary-Haugen farm bloc in con- 
gress for two years, but whether the 
victory would prove to be only tem- 
porury remained undecided. 

Farm leaders for years have con- 
tended that the equalization fee prin- 
ciple constitutes the heart of the Me- 
Nuary-Haugen plan of farm relief and 
some have said that farm legislation 
without the fee would be nothing more 
than an empty gesture. 

Cannon's point called to their feet 
several members familiar with parlia- 
mentary procedure, Representative 
Crisp, democrat, Georgia, agreeing 
with him. The Georgian argued that 
under the rules the motion had con- 
stituted a substitution of Aswell’s bill 
in its entirety. 

Representative Dowell, republican, 
Towa, took a different view, contend- 
ing that procedure called for the 
adoption of the Aswell bill, section 
by section, and that only the first 
section of Aswell’s bill had been 
approved.

Fulton County Commis- 
sion Unable To Give As- 
sistance Needed by Coun- 
ty Board of Education. 


Hopes of the Fulton county board 
of education to increase salaries of 
teachers of the system this year were 
dashed Wednesday afternoon, when the 
county commission decided that it was 
unable, due ‘> other heavy expenses, 
tu grant a request of the board for a 
$50,000 special app’ priation for the 
year's school building program. 

The law forbids the county com- 
mission directly appropriating money 
for operation of the school system, as 
this is taken care of by a special tax 
levy each year. The county commis- 
sion has the power, however, to ap- 
propriate funds for erection of build- 
ings, and had’ the $50,000 requegt 
been granted this would have released 
that amount of funds at the disposal 
of the county board, and permitted the 
county appropriation to be used for 
school building, and the funds released 
to be used for revising the salary 
scale. 

It was pointed out that the com- 
mission had been obliged to borrow a 
large amount of money in order to 
make a cash appropriation to the city, 
thus permitting immediate start .n the 
twin viaducts, and that this liberal 
cash outlay barred other appropria- 
tions the commission might favor. 
Fulton school authorities were told, 
however, that the board was sym- 
pathetic in its attitude to the request 
of the board and that it might be 
arranged to take care of this fund 
later in the year, thus permitting a 
salary raise beginning in January.

General Nobile Leaves for S : 


Spitzbergen on First Lap 
of Flight to Roof of 
World. 


HUGE SHIP OF SKY 
SAILED AT NIGAT 


Swallowed in Darkness as 
Spectators Cheer and 
Giant Searchlights 
Sweep Heavens. 


Stolp, Germany, May 3 (Thursday), 
(?)—General Umberto Nobile began 
his second attempt to fly across the 
north pole at 3:20 o'clock this morn- 
ing. With the assistance of 200 cavy- 
alrymen the dirigible Italia was 
dragged from its bangar bere and 
started on its way to Spitzbergen on 
the first lap of the arctie flight. 

The start, originally set for Wed- 
nesday morning, was postponed then 
because of bad weather, and was dee 
cided on for this morning only short- 
ly after midnight when weather con- 
ditions improved and news of the sup- 
ply ship Citta Di Milano’s arrival at 
Spitzbergen, was received. 

As the cavalrymen pulled the ship 
from its hangar onto the flying field 
giant searchlights were focused on her 
silvery sides and it seemed as if every 
detail of its construction was bathed 
in sunlight, although dawn was still 
hours away. 

General Nobile, holding a mega- 
phone in his hand, alternately issued 
commands and talked with his wife 
and daughter as the ship was drawn 
into the open. Once clear of the han- 
gar, huwever, he bade them an affec- 
tionate farewell and entered the gon- 
dola. ‘Titiana, fox terrier mascot of 
the Italia, seemed for a minute uncer- 
tain whether to stay with her mistress 
or join ber master but she finally de- 


cided and jumped into the gondola 
too, 


outlined it for a minute as it headed 
northward, but the next moment it 
was swallowed in darkness, and short- 
ly even its motors could not be 
heard, : 

Although considerable pomp and 
ceremony havé attended the various 
beginnings of the Nobile project the 
actual start this morning was notice- 
ably lacking in this respect. Last eve- 
ning the Italian ambassador with his 
secretaries and retinue, deferential] to 
the weather, had gone back to Berlin. 
With them was the German chief of 
air service, Brandenburg, the Beigien 
government's official host at Stolp. 
Their departure left both Italian and 
German governments without repre- 
sentatives at the start. 

It is 1,700 miles from Stolp to 
Spitzbergen, and the Italia has 2 
cruising speed of 62 miles an hour. 
An appreciable distance will be cut 
from the first lap of the flight, how- 
ever, if, as was thought likely this 
morning, the dirigible is landed at 
Vadsoe, on the northern rim of Nor- 
way for additional gas and benzine, 
Should the stop at Vadsoe be made 
the flight begun this morning should 
cover approximately 1,150 miles, 

A more ambitious program than 
that of the Norge, in which Nobile 
with Raold Amundsen and Lincoln 
Elisworth flew across the north pole 
last year, has been mapped for the 
Italia. Plans for several flights dur- 
ing, the spring and well into the sum- 
mer from a base at Kings Bay have 
been made. One of. these is to ascertain
